Life on the Planets. 


The possible existence of life on 


_ the planets 1s discussed in the “Jour- 


nal of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of Canada” by Professor R&c. 
Aitken of the Lick Observatory, who 
summarizes the latest conclusions of 
as'ronomers upon this question. Pro- 
fessor Aitken considers that the ex- 
istence of a high form of life on the 
moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Ura- 
nas or Neptune is exiremely improb- 
able. Although Venus greatly resem- 
bles the earth, it is generally believed 
by astronomers that the day and the 
year of the planet are of equal dura- 
tion. In that case no life ean exist 
upon it. Concerning Mars, rrofessor 
Aitken says that ‘astronomers are not 
agreed as to whgyther the much-dis- 
cussed markings’ are canals or merely 


earthquake cracks. There are no 
permanent bodies of water on the 
planet.. The best that can be said is 


thai although the temperature on 
Mars is very low, they may be on the 
planet, to a limited extent, the con- 
ditions esseptial-to life; probably only 
vegetable and low-order animal life, 
but no beings of intelligence.”

Order of the Garter. 

It is certainly to Edward III. that 
England owes the.existence of the Or- 
der of the Garter with its motto, “Hont 
soit qui mal y pense,” commonly but 
rather freely translated as “Evil to 
him who evil thinks.” A more literal 
reading would be, “Shamed be he who 
thinks evil of it.’ The order was cs- 
tablished on April 28, 1349. This is in- 
dubitable, but it is uncertain why the 
garter was selected as its name and 
symbol and what is the special signific- 
ance of the motto. Polydore Vergil, 
whose history appeared in 1536, nearly 
200 years after the event, is the earliest 
authority for the familiar story that 
the Countess of Salisbury, one of the 
king’s favorites, dropped her garter at 
a ball and that Edward picked it up 
and banded it back with the remark 
that is now proverbial. Unfortunately 
for this story, it is known that ‘‘Honl 


soit qui mal y pense” was a familiar 


proverb long before Edward's day.— 
St. Louis Republic. -

' Steamboating in New Zealand, to 
judge by Charles Edward Russell's ac- 
count of it in the Twentieth Century 
Magazine, has in it more excitement 
than relaxation, It is a more or less 
nerve racking experience, not only for 
the anxious passengers, but for the sea- 
soned steamboat men as well. 

The swift water courses that come 
down from the lofty backbone of the 
islands are full of rapids that can keep 
the most skillful pilot on the anxious 
seat until they have been successfully 
“run.” This is the story of such an 
achievement somewhere ou the Wan- 
ganui river: . 

The captain, a sunburned and active 
young Scot, stands at the great wheel 
forward on the upper deck, whence he 
can see bow and stern. Two stout 
Maori youths sit on the forecastle; two 
hover above the rudder; all are armed 
with long, iron shod poles that are to 
be objects of your anxious concern be- 
fore the yoyage Is done. 
| The boat is slipping smoothly along 
the unrippled reach. You look up ofa 
sudden and catch your breath. The 
rapid is directly in front of you, the 
steamer is tearing into it, and how can 
any vessel get through such a place? 
Here goes the narrow stream, roaring 
and singing past the rocks. You can 
see the bottom everywhere. It looks 
only an inch or two from the surface. 

The whole thing pitches visibly down- 
ward. Beyond at a lower level shines 
the smooth, dark green surface of the 
next reach. The green and the silver 
are beautiful. The singing of the wa- 
ter is music, but for these you care not, 
for you see plainly that in another mo- 
ment the boat, even now lurching sug- 
gestively, will be rolled over like a log, 
and you will be grasping at some bowl- 
der in the flood, 

Meanwhile the captain spins the 
wheel back and forth like a squirrel’s 
cage, with his gaze fixed intently upon 
the water just ahead, as if he read 
through it and scanned the stones be- 
neath, The brown Maoris stand for- 
ward and aft, with their poles in their 
hands. 

As the boat plunges into the first 
line of boiling breakers the bow sinks 
under you, the swift current catches 
the stern and slings it sidewise. A 
tremendous clatter arises, the boat ca- 
reens and shakes as if she were fall- 
ing apart, and you, standing on the up- 
per deck and nervously holding the 
hand rail, give yourself up for lost, for 
the keel is already traveling on the 
rocks and gravel of the bottom. 

“Now, then! Now, then!” yells the 
captain. The Maoris put thelr strength 
upon the poles. Just as the craft seems 
sliding sidewise into the bowlders that 
line her path she slips out through the 
passage into the placid green and sil- 
ver of the next reach, and the captain, 
sounding the jingle bell, settles wn 
to a cup of tea, holding the wheel with 
one hand. You could not touch bottom 
here with the statue of Liberty. 

If I can read men better than rapids | 
the Scot himself is not always sure 
how he is coming out of these tangles.

Lupton arranged with 
the fellows for an annual distribution 
of money on the anniversary of his 
death. The provost received 2s. 84. | 
the fellows, heudmaster and Lupton’s | 
chaplain 1s. 4d., the other chaplains 
and usher eightpence, the clerks six- | 
pence and the scholars and choristers a 
penny each. | 

The scholars still get this penny in. 
the threepenny pieces distributed to 
them on Feb, 27, the other twopence | 
being from the gift of Provost Bost, 
Lupton’s successor as provost. ‘There 
was a tradition at Eton, which has | 
been disproved, but which subsists to_ 
the present day, that half a sheep is 
what the colleger is really entitled to | 
and that the colleges evade their obli- | 
gation by giving the value of half a/ 
sheep in the middie ages.

| Ing to the evening prayers and tucking 


them snugly in their beds, do you know 
of the great worid outside, of which 
your children are u part, in which, as 
so0un as school days come, they must 
live? Yes, you know only too well of 
its temptations, and for your dear chil- 
dren's sakes you wish you could make 
it better. You are only one mother, 
witb perbaps little outside influence. 
You think your own thoughts, but they 
do not go far toward solving the prob 
lems that face the children when be- 
yond home influence. Get six mothers 
to organize a mothers’ circle, and your 
influence is Increased. Get twelve, and 
it is again doubled. Get the fathers on 
an advisory council and keep them in- 
formed of what you are studying and 
trying to do, and the influence is again 
more than doubled. Get your mothers’ 
circles as an auxiliary of the school, 
and its opportunity and power for good 
are multiplied many times. 

“Have every mother in the county a 
member of the mothers’ circle in her 
community and hold an annual county 
conference of mothers to consider the 
welfare of the child in home, school 
and community, and the things that 
menace the children will have to go. 

“Bring all the mothers of a state 
into annual conference for the welfare 
of the child, and your own children’s 
opportunities and privileges will be far 
beyond whut they are when mothers 
sit, each one in ber own home, think- 
ing and wishing things might be im- 
proved, but without the strength which 
comes from organization, unable to 


| accomplish much. 


“Motbers organized are a power 
which no man wishes to resist. They 
cap ask what they will for the chil- 
dren, and legislators and educators 
will listen with respect. 

“Gentle little mother, in your busy 
life in the bome do not forget that 
your children are citizens of the na- 


tion, that for them you want the na-
